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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . In response to applicant's amendment filed, 08 April 2008, of application filed, 
with the above serial number, on 23 February 2004 in which claims 1, 3, 5, 9-11, 13-18, 
20, and 21 have been amended. Claims 1-21 are pending in the application. 

2. The reply filed on 08 April 2008 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): Applicant has not complied with the 
IDS objections, as well as not responded to the 1 12 Rejection of Claim 21 . 

A proper IDS must contain a form 1 449 for the Examiner to initial as considered. 
The IDS filed 04 May 2006 explicitly asks the Examiner to initial the attached form 1449 
(see p. 3), however, there is no attached 1449. The IDS filed 23 August 2006 asks the 
Examiner to initial the statement (see p. 3), however, this is not proper IDS form. 

It is not clear if the two second predetermined values of Claim 21 are equal 
(especially as similar claims have the feedback-type post being of the 'first' 
predetermined value).
